tion to prevent the spread and to 
stamp out the disease. 


Hogs which have died of cholera 


should be burned, said 
the expert, 


not buried, as dogs or other hogs 
may dig up the carcasses thus burled 
and spread the disease.

In number.

missionary, who told of her hospital 
work In China. When she was Intro- 
duced she was greeted with applause 
anc the entire audience rose to Its 
feet. Dr. Kahn said that China was 
worth saving, and she told of the 
desperate need for 
hospital 
work. 


She gave some instances of what had 
been done, and astonished her hear- 
ers by saying that In China they have 
only one trained nurse for every two 
hospitals. There are a grrat ma/ny 
eases of suicide there, 
because 
so 


many of the people have nothing to 
HT» tor. She 
faentloned 
different 


diseases from which the people suf- 
fer, and stated that the number of 
tuberculosis cases is appalling. 


"If America shares her Christianity 


with us, China, after she has become 
Christianized, and America will be 
bound more closely together than 
ever. 
China must depend on the ef- 


forts of America to become Christ- 
Ian. 
The Chinese people are bound 


down by the customs of years and 
they can not flop over In one minute, 
but It will take time to Christianize 
the nation." Other missionaries also 
gave short talks.
